A correspondent writes:—About this 
time of the year at Falmouth, on the 
Comnish coast, 1 have gathered wild sea 
spiBach, which grows abundantly there. 
It ds a delicate and tasty vegetable, and 
eveh better, to niv mind, than the garden 
spinach. The reason why it is so 
plentiful is, perhaps, that many who 
see it do not know what it is. I am 
told that this sea spinach is also to be 
found in Italy. No doubt, a warm climate 
suits it best. Falmouth has such a 1 ild 
equable atmosphere that many 
tropical plants and fruits flourish out of 
doors—citrons, bananas, myrtles, dracenas, 
camelias and so on. In Yorkshire wild 
spihach is to be found growing inland. 
It springs up in gardens, often among 
peas. and beans, and is looked upon by 
many useless weed. 1 do not know 
whether any variety of the plant is to be 
found in Ireland. 


Che Laggard Curtain. 


A reader. of the “ Diary ” writes as 
follows :—On the subject of theatre-goers’ 
manners, I do not think that people should 
be condemned so harshly for arriving late 
for perrormances. Take the trouble back 
to its source, and you- will find that it is 
the. theatre managers who. originally are 
to blame for the laxitv; for in five cases 
out of six a Dublin theatre performance 
is from anything up to a quarter of an 
hour late in beginning.

Second-Hand 4pparel. 


I hear that dealers in. second-hand 
apparel are not pleased with the duties 
at present levied on consignments im- 
ported from Great Britain. For instance, 
the minimum duty on a worn suit is 5s., 
and a similar tax is imposed on an over- 
coat. Before these duties enormous 
quantities of second-hand clothing were 
consigned from London, Manchester and 
Glasgow to dealers tn provincial towns 
and country villages.”

“Long-Bullets.”’ 


The old game of bowling is now con-¢ 
fined, I believe, to Cork and other 
Southern counties; but it was at one 
time a common sport in Ulster. A friend:

One of Skelton’s aversions was what was 
then known as “' foreign tea,” the familiar 
cup that ‘‘ cheers, but not inebriates.”” He 
always drank herb-tea, like many of his 
contemporaries. Herb-tea, as Dr. Moore 
explained in a letter to a friend, was “a 
general term for infusions sometimes of 
mallow, sometimes of dandelion, some- 
times of centaury, and perhaps even of 
lime-leaves.’’ Tea-drinking had become 
general in Ireland at this time, but by 
some good folk it was thought as pernicious 
as the drinking of stronger waters, 
although that does not seem to have been 
Skelton’s objection to it. Thus the corre. 
spondent of a County Down judgé, in the 
first half of the century, wrote in no com. 
plimentary terms of a certain “very idle 
spark ' that he had married “a Scotch 
yentlewoman too proud to work; she a 
‘rinker of tea and he*of drams and ale.” 
ror many years, too, the vendor of tea 
had to pay for a licence like the seller of 
tobacco and intoxicants.

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WHAT THE FREE STATE 
HAS SPENT.

VER ten million pouads has heen spent 
‘the improvement and main- 
tenance of trish Free State roads 

-» 1922. In Novthern Ireland, too, a 
great deal of mo has been spent am a 
considerable amount of study has -en given to 
the subject of roads. Asa result, tl..s country 
has highways which for general excellence 
will stand. comparison with those of any 
country of similar size in the world. 

Both the Northern and Southern States 
started under the disadvantage that, in the 
troublec times which preceded their birth and 
the first few years of their existence, not 
only was the maintenance of roads regiected, 
but in places surfaces had been deliberately 
dama and bridges blown up. There was 
an enormous amount of leeway to be made 
up, and to-day there may be fourd ample 
evidence of the determination and efficiency 
wit’: which the task was tackled by Govern- 
ment departments, county surveyors and road 
engineers. 


ROAD FUND PAYMENTS. 

Up to 31st March, 1932, payments out of 
the Road Fund in the Irish Free State 
totalled £8,296,725. Some of that sum was 
taken up in administrative expenses, but road 
improvements, road maintenance and the con- 
struction of bridges absorbed at least seven 
million pounds. Since 1932 Road Fund 
allocations Lave been on approximately the 
same scale as previously. For some years 
the Road Fund grants were supplemented 
by contributions under the Damage to 
Property Act. In five years those contri- 
butions amounted to £1,400,000. 

In addition to the Road Fund expenditure, 
rates for road maintenance are struck by the 
var:ous counties, which carry out a certain 
amount of work out of their own funds. 
Th amount ‘ improvement, as distinct from 
repair work, done out of the money provided 
by rates is, however, very slight. One and 
three-quarter million pounds was spent on the 
roads in eounty areas in 1931-32. 


HEAVY MILEAGE. 

The very big mileage of road—much of it 
superfluous—in the Irish Free State adds to 
the difficulty of road upkeep. There is a mile 
of road for every three-fifths square r ‘le of 
urea, which is very ligh for an agricultural! 
country, There are 46,462 miles of roadway 
in the Free State, more than in Austria, 
Belgium, Denmark, the Netherlands, Finland, 
Hungary or Yugoslavia, all of which have 
greater populations. Three of those countries 
have over three times as many automobiles 
as the Free State, and two have a_proxi- 
mately the same number. Only Hungary 
and Yugoslavia have considerably less. 

It follows that in the Free State a very 
big road mileage is being maintained for a 
small amount of traffic. Nevertheless, the 
standard of the roads is fairly even through- 
out the State, though it is often the case that 
a county with a low rateable valuation has 
too many roads, while the material obtain- 
able with convenience is not good. County 
authorities faced with such problems as 
those have, however, made plucky efforts to 
provide road conditions of the same class as 
in the rest of the Free State.

7~ APTAIN L. M. FUGE, District Organising 
Secretary of the Liieboat Service, gave 
the members of the Dublin Rotary Ciub 
yesterday in the Metropole Restaurant an 


service on the coast of Ireland. Mr. P. ‘Il. 
Montford, President of the Ciub, occupied 
the chair. 

The namé “ lifeboat;"’ said Captain Fuge, 
causes a thrill when one remembers the 
bravery and sacrifice of men and women in 
saving life from shipwreck. There are 
twenty-two lifeboats stationed at various 
places on the Irish coast to preserve our 
mercantile and fishing fleets. There are only 
three stationed on the West Coast of Ireland ; 
the majority, therefore, are on the East and 
Southern Coasts. Eighteen of the hfeboats 
are powerful motor boats, costing anything 
up to £10,000 each. The introduction of 
motor lifeboats has made it possible to under- 
take duties that were to the old rowing and 
sailing lifebouts impossible. Lifeboats suit- 
able for ove part of the coast may be quite 
useless in another district, so the require 
ments for each station on the coast have to 
be studied. 

As a lifeboat has a dangerous duty to pet: 
form, it follows that the design is not easy 
to produce; there are many conflicting factors 
in the problem, and these vary for dierent 
parts of the coast. Further, it 1s a noble 
service which the lifeboat is intended for, so 
the design ought to convey a sense of dignity 
and power, and it should be pleasing to look 
at. The materials—wood of different kinds— 
the construction and workmanship require to 
be beyond question. The speed attained by 
all later lifeboats is relatively very high, con- 
sidering the type of boats—about eight to 
nine knots an hour. 


MODERN BOATS. 

Having described the construction oí the 
boat and the importance oí her being able 
to free herself quickly of any water that may 
be on Loard, Captain Fuge said that he had 
been out at sea in a whole gale in one ol 
these boats, with the sea breaking and 
tumbling over her, testing in a very severe 
manner the strength and stability of the 
boat, and it was amazing to see the speed 
with which the incoming water was — 
discharged. In a 35 feet self-righting híe- 
boat, the deck is free of water in five or six 
seconds, and she rights herself, if capsized, 
in four or five seconds. After much 
experience, the conclusion arrived at is that 
» well-built boat with doul.eskin diagonal 
planking will come through the severe 
trials that a lifeboat is called on to undergo, 
better than a steel boat. The motor boats 
naturally do not require such a large crew. 
Eight men are usually sufficient, instead of 
twelve or more, in the pulling and sailing 
boats. Then the radius over which a motor 
lifeboat can operate is much greater, as the 
number of stations on the coast can be re- 
duced, while, at the same time, the area 
is better served. , 

Continuing, Captain Fuge said that he had 
made it his business to get to know some ol 
the crews of the lifeboats. He said Com- 
mander J. M. Upton, district inspector ol 
lifeboats for Ireland, had spent many hours 
with them. They are, he said, like all men 
who do great things, they talk little about 
themselves.

The banks would form a link between 
the Federal Reserve system and the in- 
dustrialist, and afford him a readier 
supply of capital. 

dentical bills were introduced in both 
Houses, providing for the establishment 
of credit banks in each of the twelve 
Federal Reserve districts of the United 
States, capitalised by the Government with 
140,000,000 dollars (£28,000,000), and em- 
powered to borrow five times that amount. 

The banks’ lending powers would includ- 
discounting for or purchasing from any 
bank, trust company, mortgage company, 
industrial ‘credit. corporation, or other 
financing institutions in their respective 
districts obligations having maturity not. 
extending beyond five years, and éntered 
into for the purpose of obtaining working 
capital for any established industrial or 
commercial business. | 

They would also be authorised to make 
direct loans if it appeared that an estab- 
lished industrial or commercial business 
was unable to obtain requisite financial 
assistance on a reasonable basis from the 
usual sources. 

The Treasury would provide the original 
capital for the banks by buying from the 
Federal Reserve banks out of the gold de- 
valuation profits stock subscribed by the 
Federal Reserve banks with the Federal! 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. The credit 
banks could augment their capital by the 
sale of stock, and issue debentures up to 
five times their capital surplus. , 4

BELFAST DEATH 
MYSTERY.

INQUEST ON GIRL VICTIM. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


At an inquest held at. Dunmurry this even- 
ing into the circumstances connected with 
the death of Patricia Shortt, Postmistress of 
Castle Street, Newry, whose mutilated body 
was found on the railway line near Finaghy, 
Belfast, on Sunday morning, evidence was 
iven by Bridget Shortt, school teacher, of 

angor, Co. Down, that the deceased girl 
was her sister. They met in Belfast on 
Saturday by appointment, and spent the 
afternoon together. Witness left her sister 
in the Great Northern Railway station wait- 
ing-room at Belfast’ at 7.5 p.m. Her sister 
was taking the 7.10 p.m. train to Newry, 
and was‘in her usual good spirits. 

After hearing evidence as to the finding of 
the body, Mr. R. Donnelly, who appeared 
for the next-of-kin, said that the deceased 
girl was a beautiful and charming girl of 
irreproachable character, and there was ab- 
solutely no reason why she should take her 
life. 

The Coroner said that there was absolutely 
no evidence of suicide or of anyone having 
thrown her on the line, and they could only 
return an open verdict. ' 

The jury returned an open verdict accord- 
ingly, and NA with the relatives was 
expressed by the Coroner and. the District 
Inspector.

KILLED COMING FROM

INQUEST ADJOURNED.

Mr. Patrick Whelan, Coroner for North 
Monaghan, opened an inquest here to-day 
into the circumstances eonnected with the 
death of James Cusack (19), who was killed 
in a motor accident when returning from a 
dance on Sunday morning.

The inquest was adjourned for a month, the 
Coroner, Dr. Kierans, and Superintendent 
O'Boyle expressing sympathy with the 
relatives of the dead boy. 

Mr. McWilliam said that the latest in- 
formation was that Miss Cusack, who was 
injured in the accident, was distinctly better 
and was likely vo recover.

POSSIBILITIES OF 
THE FUTURE. 


THE NEW DUBLIN 
HOUSING SCHEMES. 


—— 


WARNING against over-industrialisa- 
A tion was uttered by Mr, A. E. 
Richardson, Professor of Architecture 
in the University. of London, who spoke on 
“The Future of Building in Ireland” at 
a meeting of architectural students and 
others interested ‘in architecture in Univer- 
- College, Dublin, last night. 
nowing the Continent of Europe, said 
Professor Richardson, he was keenly alive 
to the regrettable facts of over-industrialisa- 
tion. He was aware of the utter degradation 
which had overtaken many of the once 
green places of his own country. It was, 
therefore, a relief to bim to visit lreland, 
and he. hoped with all the fervour at his 
command ‘that this ancient land might be 
spared similar spoliation 
ss amon. of ‘* Modernism”  Prolessor 
Richardson said that in their eagerness to 
be in the movement they often disregarded 
national character, lost sight of fundamental 
truths, and became too anxious to make a 
brave show. ‘The real message in all 
branches of building work was to be found 
in the genuine products of the hands and 
minds of the older schools of crattsmen; cer- 
tainly not in the lure of foreign catalogues. 


IRELAND'S POSSIBILITIES. 


Ireland, he proceeded, had,great potential 
sources of wealth in many of her building 
materials. Thanks to the utilisation of the 
water power of the Irish rivers for the pro- 
duction of electricity new possibilities were 
opening up. Besides, there were vast quan- 
tities of peat available for power production. 
Building stones—many of them pre-eminently 
suited for the best class of architectural and 
decorative work—were distributed through- 
out the land, He mentioned the granite 
found in various places, the plenitude of 
good limestone, the clays of Wicklow, Mayo 
and Cork; marbles, sands, cobalt, copper-. 
ores, won-ores, lead, sulphur, slates and tlag- 
stones. 

A country with the possibilities of lreland, 
the speaker went on, has reached a stage of 
development calling for great skill on the part 
of architects. Up to a certain point a nation 
is apt to be intluenced by the importation 
of ideas from abroad, but there is a limit to 
the acceptance of fashionable theories. Pro- 
fessor Lethaby once said:—‘‘There is no 
advance, only return,” If 1 refer, gaid the 
lecturer, you to the arts in Sweden as prac- 
tised in this twentieth century. you will 
appreciate Lethaby’s point of view. Swedish 
architecture is up to date because it does not 
ignore the great truths of the past. Swedish 
architects take a just pride in combining 
function with grace. 


DUBLIN BUILDINGS. 

That patriotism of a country must have a 
practical basis as well as sentimental colour- 
ing is also true. You have, therefore, to 
examine the reason why the architecture of 
the people to-day falls so far below your ideals 
as professional advisers. it is useless to in- 
dulge in hysterical “onygemeg or invectives 
against the people who have no say in such 
things. Nothing but praise is due to those 
whose foresight has resulted in the new hous- 
ing schemes, especially those which embellish 
Dublin. Such things are a notable advance. 
There is, however, a lamentable lack of liaison 
between the architects and the speculative 
builders. 

The building societies and other enterprises 
in a position to provide funds for the develop- 
ment of suburban building pay little attention 
to the fact that a body of Irish architects 
exists, If it were possible to bridge the gulf 
that exists between two important bodies of 
earnest men, improvement in building taste 
would be rapid. Indeed, you will say, is that 
so? How can the exploiter of building values 
be checked? I will answer, by Government 
possibly, by voluntary co operation most de- 
cidedly, The thinker produces the idea, the 
schools take it up. the practising architect, 
expresses his willingness to help. The 
catalogue, with its alluring account of substi- 
tute materials, will be ignored; the study of 
elementary building construction will become 
a vital creed; improvement will be marked, 
and the rot will be checked. 

While it is perfectly right for the schools to 
encourage fanciful design by _ progressive 
stages as part of the educational system for 
architects, scope should be given for post- 
graduate students to study how to assist in 
founding a new building vernacular which 
should not be a reproach. In plain works 
there should be a return to simplicity and a 
right understanding of materials. Fine build- 
ing is better than mere building, and specula- 
tive building is capable of adjustment. 


THE FUTURE IN IRELAND. 


Briefly, 1 am an advocate of the use of local 
building materials, a zealot for the intelligent 
application of reinforced concrete for works of 
large size, and for steel in works of a more 
temporary nature. The engineers can teach 
us a great deal, but they must be willing to 
appreciate tidiness. And so we ask again: 
What is to be the future of architecture in 
Ireland? What might be its distinctive note? 
If the buildings of the nineteenth century 
were mainly remembrances of the works of 
past ages, the works of the second half of the 
twentieth century should be associated with 
the new spirit of re-birth. Art expression 
will attain to new frontiers by simple, 
penetrating methods, not by force, In the 
glorious futuge which awaits youth, religion 
will play no small part. The revival of the 
staple industries of the country will respond 
to demands from overseas. Irish folk will 
come to a realisation of the treasures they 
possess, and they will demand that healthy 
competition should exist between old and 
new, not ill-bred opposition to either. There 
must arise a keener; a more intelligent appre- 
ciation of beauty. There should. be a fierce, 
consuming desire tu excel in the works of 
the hand and the mind, a desire to expand 
the humbler expressions of the art of build- 
ing, and to restrain the ostentatious and the 
extravagant. 

Jt will be an issue in which all will ‘be 
concerned: The builders, the technical 
schools, the art training centres, the archi- 
tectural school of university, the institute, 
the academy, and the Government, will 
severally and collectively assist. Private 
ambitions will appear small by comparison. 
You can best prepare for this tpoch by 
studying the needs of your country. In this 
way alone will a convincing architectural 
style arise.

Labour in America. 


For the first time in his impressive 
career of office President Roosevelt is 
confronted with a really serious crisis. 
Strikes have been not uncommon incidents 
in the first year of ‘‘ national recovery,”’ 
but the impending strike of workers in 
the motor industry will involve huge and 
unfamiliar issues: When the President 
imposed a ‘‘code’’ on the automobile 
industry nearly a year ago, he included 
in it a clause that clashed sorely with 
the sentiment of the employers. That 


the men’s unions and to treat with their 
workers through the unions. It appears 
now that two different constructions have 
been placed upon the clause by the 
employers and by their employés. The 
masters have encouraged the formation 
of what are called ‘‘company unions ’’— 
that is to say, representative committees 
of the workers in the separate manufactur- 
ing companies—and profess themselves 
ready and willing to treat with these 
comparatively small bodies. This com- 
‘promise, in the view of the American 
Federation of Labour and the great 
organised unions on the English model, 
is a breach of the ‘‘code,’’ which, they 
hold, insists that the regular unions shall 
be recognised. The Federation has 
threatened to call for a workers’ vote, 
which may involve a strike of 100,000 
men. 

A strike of 100,000 men would be a small 
thing in America; the real gravity of the 
situation lies in the principle that it 
involves We must remember that 
organised labour enjoys in the United 
States little of the power that it wields in 
Ireland or Great Britain. Two or three 
English unions, acting in concert, could 
paralyse—for a time, at least—the com- 
plete communications and most of the. 
industry of these islands. No American 
union, or group of unions, could work such 
a calamity. The unions of these islands are 
a product of evolution, and have been, for 
many years, an accepted feature of industry. 
American ‘industry never has admitted the 
right of organised labour to lift up its 
voice. Until President Roosevelt’s régime 
the law was invariably against the 
worker; if strikes were not positively 
illegal, they certainly obtained no sym- 
pathy from the Government, which was 
accustomed to shut its eye to the barbarous 
methods that powerful employers used for 
their suppression. The principle of the 
‘‘open shop” has been dominant in 
American industry, and the masters have 
fought to the last ditch against the en- 
croachment of trade unionism. This spirit 
President Roosevelt challenges with the 
labour clause in his ‘‘ codes.” 

The President's ‘‘ recovery ’’ measures 
unquestionably have given a fresh lease 
of life to organised labour. However the 
labour clause in the various “ codes '’ may 
be interpreted, labour has won such a 
foothold as it never possessed previously. 
Trouble was bound to come, and it will 
come very quickly unless the Government 
intervenes, or the employers surrender, in 
the meantime. The President's person! 
influence has been waning within the last 
few weeks, and both masters and men may 
decide to snap their fingers at him. At 
the moment, indeed, President Roosevelt 
is struggling in a sea of difficulties. There 
is imminent danger of a railway strike; 
the Senate administered a rebuff to him 
last week when it refused to ratify the St. 
Lawrence Waterway Treaty with Canada, 
and he is at cross-purposes with Congress 
in regard to ex-soldiers’ pensions. None 
of these troubles, however, can be com- 
pared with the burden that will be heaped 
on him if he falls really foul of the indus- 
trial magnates. By his support of the 
labour unions he has struck at the most 
dearly cherished institution of American 
industry ; and industry, if it wishes, can 
tur: formidable weapons upon him. 
Organised labour will be a weak ally, 
and Congress will beson the side of the 
masters. If President Roosevelt contrives 
to resolve the deadlock without any loss 
of personal prestige, he will be stamped 
a genuine statesman and leader.

South Africa and lreland. 


The Union of South Africa, like the Irish 
Free State, is passing through a period of 
constitutional self-consciousness. - More 
than three years ago the famous Balfour 
Declaration of 1926 was amplified at an 
Imperial Conference in London, and some 
time afterwards the Statute of Westminster 
was passed by the Imperial Parliament, 
giving legal validity to the resolutions that 
had been adopted by the Conference. By 


virtue of those ‘resolutions the British ! 


Government freely abandoned its last 
remaining rights to tamper in any way 
with Dominion affairs ; and the Statute of 
Westminster put the final seal on Dominion 
independence. It enshrined the doctrine of 
“ co-equality,’’ and acknowledged the fact 
that the Dominions were bound to Great 
Britain, and to one another, solely through 
the link of the Crown. During the last two 
years President de Valera has been engaged 
busily m the task of bringing the Free 
State’s Constitution into line with the 
Westminster Statute. Much valuable time 
has been wasted in the process, which has 
caused a revival of political bitterness in 
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thétr political differences, : 

to merge their formerly conflieting interests 
into a common policy. This achievement 
was hailed as an act of consummate states- 


Africa new hope for the future. Now, how- 
ever, the political extremists are at work 
again. On Thursday Mr. O. Pirow, Minister 
for Rai and Defence, will introduce a 
series 0 sures, entitled the Status Bill, 
which are calculated to modify the South 
Africa Act in such a way as to give the 
fullest effect to the Statute of Westminster. 
These measures will remove certain 
anomalies, real and imaginary, from the 
South Africa Act, but they will involve 
nothing new. Nevertheless, the Status 
Bill is resented by British South 
Africans on the ground, not that it will 
affect their imperial citizenship in any way, 
but that it represents a totally unnecessary 
anxiety to insist on an independence 
which nobody proposes to challenge. In 
South Africa, as in Ireland, certain politi- 
ciahs are making capital out of a historic 
hatred of England. There, as here, almost 
desperate efforts are being made to prevent 
a national unity which is essential to the 
country's continued welfare. 


Tests of Wine. 


Henceforwatd the foreign drinker of 
German wines will receive a guarantee with 
his bottle. The Nazi Government is deter- 
mined to maintain the reputation of the 
national wines abroad, and for that purpose 
has opened a Wine Export Office in 
Frankfurt. Every wine merchant who 
wishes to send wine beyond the borders 
of Germany must despatch three half- 
bottle samples of every consignment to 
the office. There one bottle will be ap- 
proved or condemned by a _ blindfolded 
taster; a second will be subjected to 
chemical analysis, and the third will be 
“filed ’’ as a record. The exporter also 
must inform the office of the exact time at 
which he proposes to send the consign- 
ment, and of the place from which he pro- 
poses to send it, as a precaution against 
any tampering with the contents. Any 
neglect of these rules will render him 
liable to a fine of £500. The exporter whose 
liquor passes all tests will receive a label 
for every bottle of his consignment, bearing 
witness that it has been passed by. the 
Wine Office; and, since the tests are 
rigorous, it is reasonably certain that all 
wine thus guaranteed will, be good. 
Whether the gastronome will be impressed 
is another matter. Real connoisseurs are 
a highly individualistic breed ; they ferret 
out the good things of life by some subtle 
sense of their own, and they refuse to be 
impressed by an imprimatur—in fact, 
they frequently distrust it. The new labels 
will ensure merely that the wine whicli 
they garnish is not positively bad, but 
they will not help the rank and file of wine- 
bibbers to become epicures. It will be 
impossible, indeed, to go wrong ; but it will 
be no easier than it was before to go right 
in the connoisseur’s sense; and the same 
old standards will decide whether a Rhine 
wine is merely good, very good or almost 
ethereal. 
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A Jjury’s Ordeal,. 


Some, recent trials in the English and 
Irish Jaw courts have borne heavily on 
jurors; but, perhaps, no English or Irish 
jury ever has been required to answer 977 
questions. Such was the ordeal with which 
a French jury was afflicted last Saturday 


Saintes-Maries de la Mer, and seventeen | 
of his municipal councillors, “ho were 
charged with numerous acts of fraud and 
conspiracy during their term of office. 
Some £10,000 are missing from the muni- 
cipal funds, and M. Pioch confessed that 
large sums had been spent on pur- 
poses which had no relation to muni- 
cipal affairs. For instance, the Council 
had decreed a liberal bounty to fishermen 
for the capture of sharks; and, curiously 
enough, most of the sharks (some of them 
promoted catfish} had preferred to be 
caught by Communists.

These the jurors 
tackled bravely, and all went well 
until the foreman lost his voice in 
an effort to read the answer to the seven- 
hundredth question. Another juryman 
relieved him, but a second hitch occurred 
when it was discovered that the jury had 
omitted to answer the nine hundred and 
nineteenth question ; and they were ordered 
to retire again. Finally, the verdict was 
delivered. Nine of the defendants were 
acquitted. M. Pioch was found guilty, 
and was sentenced to five years’ rigorous 
imprisonment ; the others received sentences 
of imprisonment which were suspended 
during their good behaviour. We must 
hope that the long-suffering jurors were 
excused from further jury service for the 
term of their natural lives.

ENDING OF PARTITION 
URGED. 


Mr. John M. Dulanty, High Commis- 
sioner for the Irish Free State, speaking 
at a St. Patrick’s banquet in Liverpool 
last night said that Ireland was ready 
to live on terms of deep and Jasting 
friendship with England. They were will- 
ing to co-operate with any people. 

All their troubles had come from hold- 
ing on to what was manifestly their own; 
all they wanted was to be allowed ta 
develop in their own way and work out 
their own destiny. They wished every 
kind of prosperity to Britain, and they 
had no hostility to them whatever. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman 
Byrne) declared that the tremendous 
chaiter of liberty which the Irish Free 
State had to-day was in no smal] measure 
due to the work and sacrifice of men in 
the movement with which the late Mz. 
T. P. O'Connor was so closely associated. 

Under the Dail the Irish people had 
full control over every activity. There 
was no restriction worthy of serious con 
sideration, and Acts passed by Parliament 
could be interfered with ‘in no way-by any 
foreign Power, | 

Until the question of partition had been 
settled there could be no lasting peace in 
Ireland, and no real chance of creating 
in Irelend friendly feeling towards Great 
Britain, which every sensible man desired, 

There would be no difficulty in creating 
friendly feeling in Ireland if British stat2s- 
men were big enough to face the partition 
problem and to get rid of it. It would be 
good business for Great Britain.

E death at Tangier yesterday ot 
Major-General the Hon. Edward James 
Montagu Stuart-Wortley, aged 76, of High- 
cliffe Castle, Hampshire, recalls the 
occasion when the ex-Kaiser, then in the 
height of his power, stayed at the Castle, 
which he took for a lengthened period in 
1907. That visit was forerunner. olf 
the famous interview with Wilhelm II.— 

ublished by the Daily Telegraph in the 
ollowin year—an interview . which 
attracted the attention of Europe, and 
led to a political crisis in Germany. 

At the time the German naval pro- 
gramme was being widely discussed in 
England, and in the interview, which was 
published in October, 1908, the Emperor 
expressed himself in a manner calculated, 
in his opinion, to disarm concern in Eng- 
land regarding that programme. 


THE BOER WAR. 


Readers of the interview, however, did 
not receive the impression which William 
sought to create. On the contrary, what 
was regarded as interference in English 
affairs was resumed, 
improved by the inference drawn from an 
allusion made by the Kaiser to the Boer 
War, that ‘inference being that his 
military advice Was not unconnected with 
British success in that campaign. 

The manuscript of the interview was 
submitted to the Emperor prior to publica 
tion, and sent on by him to the German 
Foreign Office for approval. The Chan- 
cellor (Prince von Bulow) was away. It 
was forwarded to him, but he stated after- 
wards that by an oversight he did not rear! 
it. The interview, therefore, in the 
absence of any objection, appeared. 


CHANCELLOR RESIGNS. 


The sensation created in England by its 
publication was followed by a question in 
the Reichstag: Von Bulow resigned, and 
withdrew his resignation only on the 
understanding that the Emperor agreed 
not to take any important political step 
in future without. the Chaneellor’s advice. 

Major-General Montagu Stuart- Wortley, 
the owner of Highcliffe Castle, had a 
lengthy and distinguished military career, 
during which he saw sefvice in many 
campaigns, ranging from the Afghan War 
ot 1878-9-80 to the Great War. Between 
these periods he was engaged in the Trans- 
vaal campaign of 1882. the Egyptian War, 
the Nile (1884) and Soudan Expeditior 
the Nile Expedition of 1898, and the 
South African War. In South Africa he 
commanded a battalion of Rifles at the 
relief of Ladysmith. 


FLIGHT OVER THE ANDES. 


' In the Great War he commanded a 
division. During his distinguished career 
General Stuart-Wortley was awarded at 
various times C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O. and 
M.V.0O. He was also an officer of the 
Legion of Honour and a Knight of the 
Medjidieh. In April, 19335, it was 
announced that, although aged 75, he had 
flown over the Andes at an altitude of 
19,000 feet. 

General Stuart-Wortley, who was an 
unc]le of the Earl of Wharncliffe, married 
in 1891 Violet, daughter of the late Mr. 
J. A. Guthrie, of Craigie, Dundee. Of 
the two daughters of the marriage one is 
Lady Loraine, wife of Sir Percy Loraine, 
British Ambassador to Turkey, and the 
other the Countess of Abingdon. General 
Stuart-Wortley’s only son died some years 
ago.

The campaign was 
of incalculable benefit to the very poorest 
people in the country. The Government 
hoped this year greatly to extend the 
benefits of that campaign all over the 
country. Only a very small part of the 
fuel used in Irish homes would be repre- 
sented. hy half a million tons of Irish 
turf which the campaign was designed to 
produce. It was true that some of the

The Minister 
of Health has been so successful in stimu- 
lating local ‘authorities in the matter of 
slum clearance that it would be imperti- 
nent at this stage to declare that he 
cannot possibly organise and ‘stimulate 
them to deal with overcrowding, but it is 
no disparagement of his past successes to 
be anxious, lest the fact that local 
authorities have been” the housing 
authorities in the past may lead him to 
overburden them in the future.
